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In presenting this, the fifty-third report on the Vital Statistics of the State of Queensland, I 
would point out that the matter dealt with embraces four distinctive subjects—namely, the number 
of the population, the births, marriages, and the deaths occurring; and it is my duty to draw attention 
to the effect that the natural occurrences of life bore not only to the population but to increases or

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The increase in the population was proportionately less than has been the case for sey eral years, 
the total added being only 14,296 persons. Under ordinary circumstances Queensland has received 
in the first quarter of the year, in addition to the ordinary excess of immigration over emigration from 
Southern ports, a large number of returning excursionists. In 1912, however, the exodus of persons 
seeking work in other States in consequence of industrial trouble here was more than sufficient to 
counterbalance the ordinary trend, and instead of an increase of 11,500 persons, the additions to the 
population for that quarter only amounted to 3,000, and of these the great majority were from natural 
increase. The figures for the other quarters of the year were about normal, so that the shortage on 
anticipated increase may be wholly attributed to the extraordinary conditions of the early part of 
last year. The ratio of increase in each State for 1912 is given below: —

The above table shows in a condensed form the proportionate accessions to the population from 
excess of births over deaths and arrivals over departures respectively. In the earlier years of Queens- 
land’s history, the birth rate was abnormal as the number of adults in the population was relatively 
high, and during certain quingenniums a considerable number of immigrants of marriageable ages 
were added to the population. The average birth rate during the periods specified in the table did 
not vary to the same extent as migration; but for those who desire to investigate the fluctuations year 
by year, full information will be found in the Appendix to this report.

It has been found necessary to make certain adjustments when dealing with the statements of 
arrivals and departures to formulate population estimates. The above figures are as returned from 
various sources. The general experience of the Department has shown that there is generally a 
considerable exodus of persons South on pleasure bent during the last quarter of the year, followed 
by their return shortly after its close. In 1912, as explained earlier in the report, conditions were 
abnormal, and the total number of arrivals during the year was, because of this, much less than 
anticipated. Up to 1907 the nationality of persons arriving or departing was collected, but these 
particulars are not now supplied, but there is little doubt that there is a considerable interchange of 
passengers between this country and the East, whilst many inhabitants of New Guinea secure 
employment on the fisheries of Torres Straits within the boundaries of Queensland. But, although the 
number of Asiatics arriving and departing cannot be given, there is reason to believe that each 
succeeding year witnesses a reduction amongst persons of -these races who are included in the 
population.

HEALTH OF THE COMMUNITY. 
With a high birth rate the mortality ratio also generally rules high, so the difference would be 
a more equitable basis on which to form conclusions. 


The difference between birth and death rates in Australia was 17.48. Compared with this 
Queensland occupies a favourable position—viz., 18.74, being only exceeded by New South Wales, 
19.07, and Tasmania, 19.80. The very low death rate of New Zealand does not advance that Dominion 
to an equivalent extent, the difference being only 17.61 per 1,000. 


Passing on to other countries of the world, by which the health of the people in Queensland can, 
perhaps, be better gauged, and includimg the figures for this State to facilitate comparisons, the

In many cases persons come to the principal town of their district or meet at a common centre 
to be married, thus causing a larger proportion of marriages to be celebrated in the towns than the

In Brisbane alone 1,661 marriages, or 30 per cent. of the total, were celebrated. If the number 
in adjoining districts, but within the metropolitan area, is taken into consideration, the rate per hundred 
would amount to 37. The attraction that the principal centres have to people in general is therefore

In the earlier years of the history of the State there were but few children in the community, 


and the rate was then, in consequence, very high. 


Since then the fluctuations shown in the table have 


followed closely the degree of prosperity of the people, or inversely, the period of financial trouble. 
The rate last year, 8.91, has not been exceeded since the year 1885, and it is beyond question. that, 
broadly speaking, the year 1912 was one in which scarcity of employment was little experienced.

Practically two years have elapsed since these particulars were collected and, as the prime 
factor of increase to the population is that of excess of births over death, the ratio of marriageable 
persons in the community must have changed to some extent, but as the ages of the people can only 
be determined by Census the proportions above given cannot be adjusted on indefinite information.

The information furnished by this table is interesting as showing the extent that young people 
are in a position to undertake the responsibilities of conducting an establishment on their own 
account, and though in certain densely populated localities in the Old World there has always been a 
large number of young people married, the conditions in this State are more dependent on individual 
prosperity. No less than 227 males under the age of 21 undertook to conduct a home of their 
own last year, a proportion of 4.03 per cent. as against 2.96 per cent. in 1911, and it shows that the 
earning power of quite young men in the community must be considerable to warrant so large a 
proportion entering the bonds of matrimony. With females the position is different, and with them 
marriage, to a large extent, depends on opportunity, and although the age at which women embrace 
married life varies, it is directly in proportion to the earning power of the males of the community.

Second marriages do not present an important feature in this Statement, single men and 
women being between 94 and 95 per cent. of those married. There were a few individuals married 
whose ages were abnormal, such as a man of 70 years of age to a girl of 24; 71 to 42; 73 to 33; and 66 
to young women of 26 and 29; all of which, probably, were the result of circumstances of a peculiar 
nature, the general tendency being to marry at about the same age, the females slightly younger than 
the males. Records of divorces ave kept as closely as possible, each State advising the others of all decrees 
affecting parties whose marriage took place therein, and the results for the last year are shown below :—

Whether the records are more accurately kept in Queensland than in other States, or the moral 
condition is lower, is open to question. Compared with most European countries this State occupies 
a better position than is found to exist there. It is also probable that the climatic conditions existing 
in Queensland permit of more outdoor intercourse than is found elsewhere, and the opportunity under 
the Legitimation Act to whitewash indiscretions “when times improve” leads to the opinion that 
records of illegitimacy will always rule high in this State.

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Whether the deaths of children under two years of age or those under five are considered the 
ratio of infants in the population must be also taken into account. The metropolis undoubtedly draws 
a large number of expectant mothers to its confines for treatment, and in both city and suburbs there 
are a number of establishments for maternity cases, apart from public hospitals; besides which there are 
numbers of women who come to relatives in the metropolis for the occasion. The mortality of children 
in mining centres has generally been unduly high, as instanced in Gympie, Ipswich, Mount Morgan, &e., 
but it is regrettable to find that the rate in Toowoomba, which should, from its situation command high 
hygienic conditions, does not present a favourable record.

The Brisbane Hospital, Children’s Hospital, the Hospital for Chronic Diseases, and the Lady 
Lamington Hospital for Women are those, strictly speaking, reserved for the sick. These accounted for 
630 deaths out of the total of 1,882 in the metropolitan area; or roughly one-third of all deaths took 
place in these four hospitals. This rate appears unduly large, but as no less than 12,990 patients 
received treatment within their walls, many of whom were received in extremis, the proportion to cases 


treated—namely, 26.34 per cent., is satisfactory.

Medical and Nursing staff has always to be maintained. If the number of in-patients’ days are compared 
with the cost per patient it will be seen that the average cost depends more on the number of patients 


generally under treatment than on the increased expenditure attendant on distance from the Capital.

When dealing with particular diseases later, attention will be called to the increase or decrease 
of certain causes of death. It is sufficient, therefore, to point out here that diseases of the digestive 
system, those of infancy and extreme age show increases, but otherwise there has been little marked 
difference in the proportions of each class for several years. 

The causes of the more fatal diseases have been specially tabulated for a series of years.

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The items are arranged in order of the degree of fatality as ascertained by the records of the 
latest year mentioned in the table, and though there has been some variation in ee years the general 
order is practically continuous. Certain diseases have, according to official recor ls, been tmuch more 
prominent of recent years, notably Cancer and Bright’s Disease, but the more definite description given 
by Medical Men, probably renders information more distinctive rather than pointing to such an increase 
in these diseases as is shown statistically. The terms frequently formerly found on medical certificates, 
such as Stomach Disease, Liver Disease, etc., are not now often returned, although the term i heart 
failure,” which has no meaning, is of common occurrence. The determination of Medical Authorities to 
charge organic diseases of the heart with being generally the cause of death in complicated cases has 
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resulted in an apparent increase in this cause. Diarrhcea and Enteritis of children are far too numerous, 
and, although the warm temperature of Queensland may be a conducive factor, much alleviation 
might be secured by stricter observance of hygienic methods. Tuberculosis is less pronounced, but, 
unfortunately, the number of children only born to die is most unsatisfactory. Few other causes 
specified in the table appear to warrant special remarks. 

Organic Diseases of Heart.—In the majority of cases the mitral valve is affected, but, as before 
said, the increase in later years has for a factor the decision of Medical Authorities as to classification. 
In elderly people medical men, in returning the cause of death, very frequently state that, in addition to 
the ailment to treat which they have been consulted, the heart is diseased, and as a natural result the 
patient does not respond readily to treatment in consequence of the primary affection. 


Diarrhea and Enteritis —Deaths from this cause mostly occur in very young or elderly people, 
much the larger proportion being those of infants. This disease is also more prevalent in the warmer 
weather, and there appears to be but little doubt that ignorance coupled with carelessness, especially 
with regard to hand-fed infants, is a pronounced factor in the high mortality rate of children. 


Cancer of ail kinds.—This cause of death is more frequently found recorded than in earlier years, 
and during the past year more deaths from this disease were reported than from tuberculosis. At the 
request of scientific bodies, particulars in detail are published.

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This is ordinarily found to exist amongst adults, though occasionally there are exceptions. Out 
of 399 persons whose deaths are attributed to this disease, only 31 were under 40 years of age. The 
stomach and associated organs in males, and the generative organs coupled with cancerous diseases of 
the breast in females, were the chief centres of affection. To what extent modern dietary and the 
indirect consequences attendant on intermittent exertion following ordinary occupations, now existent as 
the direct corollary of civilisation, have been indirectly the cause of increase, is an open question; but 
thar Cancer is more prevalent now than, say, even 20 years ago is undoubted. 

Tuberculosis.—Modern science has done much to alleviate this complaint. The general centre 
is in the lung, but other parts are often affected. Only a few years ago this disease was the most fatal 


of all, but it now occupies only the fourth place in the order of fatality. Pulmonary Tuberculosis is by 
far the most frequently recorded.

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More than half the deaths tabulated in the above table are those of children, and the part of the 


body generally affected is the digestive system. 


Congenital Debility, &c.—The number of deaths ascribed to this cause is not satisfactory. A 
large proportion of these are attributed to prematurity, and of these few survived birth more than a 
short time. Indiscretions on the part of the mother, either wilful or through ignorance, prior to 


delivery undoubtedly were contributing factors. : 


Senile Debility.—This designation shows an increasing number; as a cause of death the term is 
of little value, and only draws attention to the fact that the deceased had attained a considerable age, 
and the medical attendant could not, without an autopsy, actually define the exact cause of death. As 
showing the extreme ages reached by those dying during the year, the following table is inserted :— 
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No less than 744 persons out of the total of 6,921, or over 11 per cent., attained the age of ays 
of these, the proportion of males to male and females to female deaths was 11.03 and 10.28 respectively, 
showing a larger proportion of males reaching that age than females. 

Bright’s Disease (Chronic Nephritis).—This appears to be annually increasing in prevalency, 
but the additional number of cases recorded may to some extent be a consequence of the more accurate 
diagnosis of later years. 


MARINE REGISTRATIONS. 

In order that there may be legal evidence of births or deaths occurring at sea outside the juris- 
diction of any country, provision is made for registrations on the arrival of a vessel at her destination. 
These were less numerous in 1912 than in the previous year, and consisted of 11 deaths and 2 births. 
‘The ships on which these events occured were— Waipara,” 3 deaths, 1 birth; “ Perthshire,” 3 deaths, 
1 birth; “ Roscommon,” 4 deaths; ‘‘ Bingera,” 1 death. 


ADDITIONS TO REGISTERS. 
There were 36,948 more names added to the records of this Department last year; this was 3,056 
more than in 1911. The total number in the Indices was 1,027,639 names, and as time passes and this 
list is ever increasing, each search demanded naturally entails more work.
